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METHODS OF INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF. 


The “Methods of Instruction’ named in the preceding Tabular 
Statement may be defined as follows: 


{. The Manual Method.—Signs, the manual alphabet, and writing are 
the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the principal 
objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the compre- 
hension and use of written language. The degree of relative importance 
given to these three means varies in different schools; but it is a differ- 
ence only in degree, and the end aimed at is the same in all. 

Il. The Manual Alphabet Method.—The manual alphabet and writ- 
ing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the 
principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the 
comprehension and use of written language. Speech and speech-read- 
ing are taught to all of the pupils in the school (the Western New 
York Institution) recorded as following this method. 

Ill. The Oral Method.—Speech and speech-reading, together with 
writing, are made the chief means of instruction, and facility in speech 
and speech-reading, as well as mental development and written lan- 
guage, is aimed at. There is a difference in different schools in the 
extent to which the use of natural signs is allowed in the early part of 
the course, and also in the prominence given to writing as an auxiliary 
to speech and speech-reading in the course of instruction; but they are 
differences only in degree, and the end aimed at is the same in all. 

IV. The Auricular Method.—The hearing of semi-deaf pupils is 
utilized and developed to the greatest possible extent and, with or 
without the aid of artificial appliances, their education is carried on 
chiefly through the use of speech and hearing, together with writing. 
The aim of the method is to graduate its pupils as hard-of-hearing 
speaking people instead of deaf-mutes. 

V. The Combined System.—Speech and speech-reading are regarded 
as very important, but mental development and the acquisition of lan- 
guage are regarded as still more important. It is believed that in many 
cases mental development and the acquisition of language can be best 
promoted by the Manual or the Manual Alphabet method and, so far 
as circumstances permit, such method is chosen for each pupil as seems 
best adapted for his individual case. Speech and speech-reading are 
taught where the measure of success seems likely to justify the labor 
expended, and in most of the schools some of the pupils are taught 
wholly or chiefly by the Oral method or by the Auricular method.

THE EVOLUTION OF THE BOY. 


THE normal person’s age of childhood is from six to 
fourteen. Time previous to this is infancy, most of 
which one fails to remember. Infancy is the period of 
greatest activity and instinct. The infant spends his 
time chiefly in getting his bearings on life. He is trying 
things out to see what are his relations to the world. 

With the deaf the period of childhood is apt to be 
longer than that of the normal person, sometimes lasting 
throughout the school life. At the beginning of child- 
hood one’s greatest asset is the strength he has gained 
through activity, and the habits he has formed. The 
higher instincts appear and memory is active. He does 
little reasoning, and his imagination, though more or 
less strong, is untrained. Chiefly he wants to know. 
He is almost wholly taken up with play. Hence the 
play side of school work appeals to him most. And 
work that can be taught through terms of action makes 
its mark with him quickest. ‘All the world’s a stage, 
and men and women merely players.’’ The world is 
especially a stage to children, and more surely is it so 
to those who must learn chiefly through sight. Some 
one has said, ‘‘ The mischief of a boy is the basis of his 
education.”’ A Sunday-school teacher says he finds a 
boy “fifty per cent. play, forty per cent. fight, five per 
cent. work, and five per cent. religion.”” The play ele- 
ment is the one we have mainly to reckon with in a boy, 
but the play spirit progresses. It is not the regular 
kindergarten or Montessori play that the boy of regular 
school years needs. It is the work of the grades turned 
into play, or shown its play side. He likes to pretend 
real things. 

We should also understand and make use of his 
human side. Take the proverbial bad boy. He posi- 
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tively will not when he should, or he insistently will 
when he should not. Now find the point of contact. 
What does he like? In what terms does he think? Of 
what is he proud? He likes to talk of his parents, 
brothers, and sisters, and the activities of his home. 
Maybe his teacher has had similar doings in her home, 
and he likes to know about them. A most incorrigible 
child may be reduced to order often by such appreci- 
ation of his home life. 

Again, he has a certain special pride. A child who 
was stupid in most things and difficult to control had 
a spark of genius for drawing and harmony of colors. 
Encouraging this talent lifted him out of his wicked 
self and developed a spirit of ambition. There is a 
tender spot in every human, and it is through appeal to 
this that one wins out with a boy. 

However, as a prelude to child analysis, the child 
must be compelled to obey and respect his teacher. 
Dodd Weaver, in the ‘ Evolution of Dodd” never was 
known to show a good impulse until his grandfather 
had reduced him to submission by a severe whipping. 
For the first time it dawned on him that another 
will than his own existed. This brought out a flash of 
a higher nature which only one teacher in his early 
school years knew how to use. It is with such that 
special tact and skill are needed. All preconceived 
theories or learned methods may come to naught with 
him. 

There is the naturally ambitious boy. On the whole 
we expect honesty and good work to go together. But 
in his zeal for apparent excellence a boy may get a 
habit of cheating and general deceit. And so we have 
this to combat. 

One of the greatest boons to the boy is manual train- 
ing. He likes to do things with his hands and, if 
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allowed to follow his bent in such work, he will be 
interested in learning the scientific knowledge connected 
with it, and so he will gain skill as well as knowledge, 
and incidentally industry. He learns quickly and 
remembers that for which he sees some use. 

Teachers find it hard to make enough allowance for 
boys. Often they do not fully realize the wrong they 
do. I knew a boy to steal a sum of money and say he 
received it from his mother. He had a definite end in 
view. He wanted this money for a specific purpose and 
he was entirely taken up with achieving his end. This 
boy was held up as a mark of shame to the other boys 
as he should have been. And yet I believe that at this 
time he had a very slight conception of the enormity 
of the deed. 

Mr. Emerson is quoted as saying: “ Virtue itself is 
apt to be occasional, spotty, and not always the same 
clear through the piece.”” A small girl I have in mind 
was thought to be a model of sweetness and goodness. 
When asked if she were ever naughty in school she said, 
‘‘Yes, but the teacher never caught me.” If the best 
fall short how can we expect perfection of the worst? 
Why not rather find a use for his faults? Take, for 
instance, the habitual fighter. Some one has said that 
if you suppress his fighting spirit he becomes a coward; 
if you allow it to thrive lawlessly he becomes a bully; 
if you teach him self-control he becomes a man of 
character and will. 

Look at another type. He is a squirming, wriggling, 
high-tempered bundle of nerves and perversity. He 
finds he must obey. He has a new book which interests 
him and begets a good lesson and he is pleased. He for- 
gets his wriggles and his temper more and more each 
day, until he becomes a rather industrious boy, only 
now and then going back to his perverse ways. 
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We have still another type. He has the mind of a 
child in the body of a man—a case of arrested develop- 
ment. At times the child in him seems to be struggling 
with the man and he goes into a veritable tantrum. 
It seems best at such times to ignore him—to leave the 
child and the man in him to fight it out together. He 
cannot endure to be left out of things, and soon he 
becomes his usual attentive self. 

We have also the boy who seems not well balanced. 
He works along steadily for a time, when suddenly he 
breaks out with the most peculiar ways. We can do 
nothing but have patience and bear with him, overlook 
his lapses, help him to his feet, and lead him on his 
way again. 

The teacher’s ideal is to keep boys in soldier drill all 
the time. But we cannot do this if we would develop 
their individuality. Each one has a sacred right to be 
himself. In this way only can he reach his highest 
success. 

But we are also concerned with a later period in a 
boy’s life when the social instinct is beginning to develop 
and he begins to form clubs or gangs. In institution 
life this spirit either has to be repressed or used. Base- 
ball, foot-ball, basket-ball, and other games develop 
skill in physical exercise. Literary clubs, too, have 
their place, but they do not appeal greatly to the 
growing boy. 

There is a need right here that is only lately being 
filled. It is that of spiritual growth which the boy- 
scout movement is developing. Boys always like to 
wear a uniform or a badge, and give a salute. In this 
the gang spirit is turned to good account. In place of 
a howling, destructive mob, we have in the boy scouts 
a club with the highest impulses. The boy scout must 
know and obey the scout law: he must be trustworthy, 
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loyal, helpful, friendly, courteous, kind, obedient, cheer- 
ful, thrifty, brave, clean, reverent. If he fails to obey 
the law he must give up the scout badge. He must 
know the composition and history of our flag, and how 
to salute it. He must know how to tie four different 
kinds of knots. He must take the scout oath which 
is this: 

On my honor I will do my best to do my duty to God and my country 
and to obey the scout law; 

To help other people at all times; 

To keep myself physically strong, mentally awake, and morally 
straight. 

The boy scout promises to do at least one kind deed 
every day. He is not allowed to take pay or a tip 
for such a deed. He must be kind to animals. He is 
encouraged to be thrifty and economical. He must 
have earned and deposited in a bank at least one dollar 
before he can become a second-class scout, and two 
dollars before he can be a first-class scout. He is 
taught to be clean and sanitary in everything. Almost 
numberless other things along this line he is taught. 
All these things appeal to him because they are the 
rules of the gang. This movement takes the boys at 
the critical age when they are reaching out for some- 
thing, they know not what. It gives them a gang of 
high ideals. 

A boy-scout movement was organized among the 
deaf boys of the Western Pennsylvania Institution in 
April, 1914, which now numbers 23. The movement 
has proved very effective with these boys. They are 
eager to qualify for membership, and some not very 
bright boys have shown themselves quite capable of 
understanding the code. The boy scouts of America 
are 300,000 strong. We may look for a regenerated 
race of men when these scouts are grown; and it is 
gratifying that deaf boys are able to hold their own in

this movement. Boys shut up in an institution need 
an outlet for their energies, and this gives it to them. 
The supreme thing about scouting is the good turn every 
day to be given to some one. 

Let me quote a part of a boy’s report of his own 
scouting which Jacob Riis used in the Outlook: 


“A man was on his motorcycle and he dropped his glove, and I picked 
it up and gave it to him. 

“There was a boy and he had to get out of a team to take the bars 
down; it was raining, so I took them down for him. 

“T get a man’s paper for him every morning. 

“T gave a man his crutches. 

“T did up a finger for a friend. 

“T led a blind man to his house. 

“There was a cat in a steel trap and I went and let him out. 

‘*T picked up a little bird under a tree and climbed up and put it in 
its nest. 


“T saw a dog that was hungry, and fed him. 

One more thing of great importance he is taught: 
how to give “first aid” to the injured, what treatment 
is required in cases of drowning, accidents, suffocation, 
sunstroke, wounds, hemorrhages, and how to bandage 
a broken arm or leg. 

One strong point about the scout law is that it does 
not contain a single “don’t.” 

Deaf children naturally like to do things for people 
because it gives them a change—a relief from the mo- 
notony of institution life. Hence the “good turn”’ 
every day comes easy to them. Other things being 
equal, boys would rather be good than bad. The great 
thing is for them to be led right.

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LIP-READING: HOW TO IMPROVE IT. 


READING the lips of a speaker is not an easy thing to 
do; but things that are worth while come only through 
special effort, and surely lip-reading is one of the worth- 
while accomplishments for the deaf. 

There are many difficulties to overcome before it can 
be done without conscious effo1t. 

The first requisite needed for this accomplishment is 
good eye-sight, without which it is very difficult to 
make much progress. 

Lip-reading has its physical and its psychological 
aspect; that is, both the eyes and the mind must be 
trained; but the training of the mind is the more 
important. 

The eyes must be trained to accuracy and quickness 
of perception and the mind must be trained to interpret 
into thought what the eyes have seen. If the eyes are 
trained to be accurate and quick, and to retain visual 
impressions, the mind will grasp the thought and supply 
the words the eyes did not see. 

The eyes of a good lip-reader take in not only the 
elements seen upon the lips, but the expression on the 
face and in the eyes of the speaker. This enables him 
to grasp the thought more readily and accurately. It 
also enables him to determine whether the thought 
given is in jest or earnest. 

Unless the reader is carefully thinking, he gets only 
what his eyes see, and often that is only a word or two; 
whereas, if the mind is acting with the eye, he grasps 
the thought and can reproduce it, though he may not 
have seen all of the spoken words. 

Thought is quicker than speech, and does not need 
to formulate every word in order to have a clear con- 
eeption of what was said. ‘Thought skips, looks ahead, 
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and anticipates, so that a correct understanding of an 
idea is possible without a word-for-word accuracy. 

In giving commands in the schoolroom or elsewhere, 
the child who is thinking will grasp the thought and 
perform the act readily, while if required to write the 
command he would be unable to do so. 

The method of mind training should aim to develop 
this power of grasping a thought as a whole. By de- 
veloping this power, real success in lip-reading can be 
obtained. 

Even those who hear often have an experience like 
this: Some one will make a remark which you fail to 
understand, and the word ‘‘ What?” is on your lips, but 
before it is fairly uttered, the whole sentence will come 
like a flash. 

I have seen different pupils catch only a word, and 
then repeat that word once or twice, when the whole 
thought flashed upon their minds and they wrote it 
correctly. 

Training the pupils to think as well as see is of vast 
importance in lip-reading. 

Our little children have no vocabulary to aid them. 
They must begin with the elements and proceed step 
by step to words, then to sentences. 

The consonants are harder to distinguish on the lips 
than the vowels; as the initial position is the same for 
several of them. The words “nine” and “ten” have 
the same initial and final positions and must be dis- 
tinguished by the vowels. Attention should be called 
to these facts frequently; and after a larger vocabulary 
has been acquired, the words with the same initial 
positions can be determined largely from the context if 
pupils are trained to careful thinking while making the 
effort to read the lips. 
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Frequent drills on such phrases as ‘“‘in the closet,’ 
‘‘under the table,” ‘“‘out of doors,” ‘‘in the morning,” 
etc., help both in lip-reading and in speech. 

Sentences in lip-reading exercises, if long, should be 
given by phrases, and not slowly word by word. The 
teacher should enunciate clearly, without mouthing or 
exaggeration of the elements, and with natural rapidity. 
This aids the pupils in reading the lips of other people. 
The aim should be to make the children able to read 
the lips of the majority of the people they meet. The 
speech the deaf child will understand best, at first, is 
that of his teacher; then that of the people about him, 
with whom he has the most frequent relations; and 
finally, with practice, time, and volition, that of people 
in general. Thus we can see that the teacher needs the 
help of all the people with whom the children come in 
contact to develop good lip-readers. 

For oral teachers to sign or spell to the oral pupils 
when out of school, retards the work, gives the children 
the impression that lip-reading is not so very important, 
and tends to make them relax their efforts in the school- 
room. 

Then if the teacher talks and signs at the same time 
the pupils do not make an effort to read the lips but 
simply read the signs and thus lose ground in their 
lip-reading. The little children generally acquire a fair 
ability in lip-reading in the lower grades, and if they 
are required to practice and keep up their efforts in 
each grade, they should make some progress every year 
and become pretty fair lip-readers when through school. 

Some one has said, ‘‘ Lip-reading should not be taught, 
but practiced,” and certainly it requires much practice, 
and daily practice, to do it easily. Mother Nature’s 
way of learning language is through use, and this is a 
good rule to follow in learning lip-reading. But how 
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can the children use it, unless all the people in school 
and out of it use speech with them? 

The method used in teaching it should aim, always, 
to have the children see the movements of the lips as 
the words are pronounced quickly. It is true it is easier 
to see them if pronounced slowly, but it is also true that 
to obtain the best results the eye should be trained 
from the first to see things as they must always be seen 
in ordinary speech—that is, rapidly. 

To develop quick perception takes much practice. 
Slow speech, word-by-word utterance, should be 
avoided, and all forms of exercises should be given to 
the pupils at a speed up to the limit of their ability. 

Most children have some ability of putting things 
together, of constructing the whole from parts, of quick 
intuition. It is by developing these powers that real 
success in lip-reading is attained. 

Develop these synthetic qualities by the use of con- 
versation, stories, news items, coaching the mind to 
grasp the thought, even if the words are lost; then give 
the same thought in different wording. 

There are several methodsused in teaching lip-reading, 
but no one method is all-sufficient to meet the needs of 
the various minds of the children. Each child has his 
own peculiar difficulties to overcome and these must 
be studied and the method used which will best help 
him over them. Certain types of mind are more apt 
at reading the lips than others; the synthetic and intui- 
tive mind is the most successful. 

To aid in training both the eye and the mind, I use 
this exercise. Send one pupil out of the room; write 
a command on the wall slate; call the pupil in to read it, 
giving only an instant for the reading; erase quickly 
and require him to perform the act promptly. 
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Games that require speech in conversation, or ques- 
tion and answer, help the pupils in reading one another’s 
lips. 

The language of practical every-day conversation, 
skilfully arranged to give variety and repeated in as 
many different language forms as possible, may be given, 
and the pupils required to repeat what is said. Give 
some thought, as, ‘“‘ Day-before-yesterday was Anna’s 
birthday.” Have the pupils change it to different 
forms, making as many changes as possible, and thus 
help the children to become familiar with the different 
forms of expression. This exercise helps both in lip- 
reading and speech. 

We should try to have our pupils think in sentences 
as soon as possible, and require them to ask for and tell 
what they want in a complete sentence, not accepting 
one word for a sentence, although we understand what 
they want to say. Of course it is easier for the teacher 
to accept the one word than it is to require and help 
them give a sentence; but we are trying to teach them 
language and lip-reading, and the only way to get good 
results is by having them use all the language they have. 
In doing this they become much better lip-readers. 

Careful attention to all of the little things is what 
brings success. 

The ability to read speech on the lips of a speaker is 
of inestimable value to the deaf, and it should be our 
aim to give every child some measure of proficiency in 
this accomplishment. 

It is practice that will bring proficiency; so we want 
every person to help the children practice lip-reading.

WHAT ARE THE FUNDAMENTALS?* 


NEVER in educational history has there been so much 
uncertainty as to values in the educational field as at 
present, never such aggressive dissatisfaction and 
earnest protests concerning the educational methods 
prevailing in schools ranging from the kindergarten to 
the university. This condition is the one great fact 
easily discernible by all who give the matter thought 
and reading: and another great fact is that at no time 
in the world have the people been more willing, and 
more bountiful in giving, than now, to the cause of 
education. Surely, the latter fact should give us im- 
proved conditions—and no doubt will, under the vigor- 
ous protests offered and the demanded quid pro quo. 

In seeking the causes of the present dissatisfaction 
and the protests we may well look to overcrowded 
curricula introducing much extra, or new, matter, some 
of which may justly be set down as fruitless fads and 
frills; the insistence upon much useless drill upon parts 
of subject matter which would be better eliminated 
altogether; in failing properly to distinguish between 
essentials and non-essentials; in not giving proper atten- 
tion to the immediacy or non-immediacy of usefulness 
of subject matter at various ages and in varying grades; 
in neglecting progressive individuality by inhuming it 
in class units and averages; in not assigning just and 
proper weights to subject matter taught; in lack of 
knowledge of the psychological development of the 
child; in not discriminating between the chronological 
and mental ages, and the degrees of intelligence pos- 
sessed by various children due to heredity or whatever 
cause; in attempting to enforce knowledge and culture

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dogmatically from the view-point of maturity rather 
than by persuasive leading along the natural plane of 
thought and action of immaturity; in undue subordina- 
tion of the primary grades to the high school, college, 
and university; and all resulting in futile extensive and 
discursive study and curricula rather than in intensive 
training for the better things and actual needs of life. 

Just why such things should be it is not the purpose 
of the writer to answer here: rather, he would simply 
refer to existing conditions in the schools of our country, 
leaving each one to draw his own conclusions and, at the 
same time, compare the situation with that of our 
schools for the deaf. And in this connection he would 
call attention to the further facts that, as now consti- 
tuted, it requires an average of over ten years (9 to 123) 
to complete the lower eight grades of the public schools 
and for which only eight years are prescribed; that the 
number of retarded children, those too old for the grades 
they are in, from whatever cause, is growing greater, in 
some cities reaching over fifty per cent.; and that before 
the eighth grade is reached a very large percentage of 
children, probably fifty per cent., are withdrawn from 
school. There must be some serious cause, some glaring 
defect, in the educational scheme as at present devised 
and practiced. 

The public demand now is for a return to ‘“funda- 
mentals’” and “vocational training,’’—whatever that 
is, for no two wise men seem agreed as to just what 
it should cover, nor as to the how and the when of it. 
But that industrial training in some form is needed may 
be set down as an educational truism. 

And what are the fundamentals? 

An answer, perhaps, may be given by all of us 
‘‘trippingly from off the tongue’”—but are we right ? 
We would, at least, include arithmetic, spelling, hand- 
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writing, grammar, etc., among other things. But here 
comes Commissioner Snedden, of Massachusetts, in 
answer to the question of what constitutes the funda- 
mentals, and says they are to be found “only in a study 
of the social needs of our time’—that is to say, the 
fundamentals of to-day may not be the same to-morrow. 
And J. Carleton Bell, of the University of Texas, one 
of the editors of the Journal of Educational Psychology, 
says that ‘‘assuredly”’ arithmetic is not one of the 
fundamentals, that ‘“‘in the professions, in business, in 
manufacturing, in banking, in social work, in the draw- 
ing-room, in the kitchen, the need for arithmetic is 
vanishingly small,” and refers to the use of prepared 
tables and to mechanical devices for even the smallest of 
computations. He holds that handwriting is not funda- 
mental in this day of mechanical writing, and in turn 
disposes of spelling and grammar, saying of the latter, 
“‘that all experimental studies agree that its contribu- 
tion to efficiency in the use of language is negligible and 
that it might well be relegated to the college or graduate 
school.”’ ‘‘Reading may be fundamental,” he agrees, 
‘‘but even it is undergoing striking modifications in 
method of treatment.”’ 

What are the fundamentals? 

Professor J. Carleton Bell, in answering the question, 
gives four fundamentals. (1) A study of the vernacular, 
including the technique of silent reading, a broad 
knowledge and appreciation of the best in modern 
literature, and a fluency in both oral and written 
expression. (2) An understanding of and respect 
for the natural sciences and their significance for the 
conduct of practical affairs. (3) The social sciences, 
including history, economics, government, sociology, 
and individual and social psychology. (4) A com- 
prehension of art as the loftiest production of human 
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intelligence. ‘‘These,’’ he holds, “are the four cardinal 
points of a liberal education, and should determine 
the direction of the teaching process in the elementary 
school, in the high school, and in the college.’”’” Hereon 
Professor Bell hangs all the law and the prophets. He 
does not dwell upon changes in courses of study which 
would be made necessary by accepting the funda- 
mentals given by him but says “‘it remains merely to 
emphasize the omission of mathematics and languages 
from the list of fundamentals.” Far be it from him, 
he adds, ‘“‘to underestimate the interest and value of 
these venerable objects of mental activity * * * 
but from the point of view of general social needs their 
significance is ancillary rather than fundamental.” 

Referring to only a few of the objections cited, the 
present writer believes that our general curricula are 
overcrowded, that some of the so-called new matter 
should be cut out, that some subject matter, in whole or 
in part, should be eliminated, and that, especially 
in our schools for the deaf, we should strive for an inten- 
sive training based upon fundamentals. 

But what are these fundamentals? 

One and one only! 

Language, and then Language—spoken, spelled, or 
written—and the power to read, and the power to under- 
stand what is read. Other requirements will then 
follow more easily and with greater results than now 


attained.

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MARY LINCOLN DIVINE. 


Mary Lincotn Diving, Assistant Principal of the 
Maine School for the Deaf for the past twenty years, 
died May 22, 1915, at the Samaritan Hospital, Phila- 
delphia, after a few days’ illness. 

Miss Divine was educated at home and with private 
teachers. She studied art at the Philadelphia School 
of Design and at the Academy of Fine Arts. Her work 
with the deaf began in the Art Department of the 
Nebraska School and she was for several years a teacher 
in the Pennsylvania Institution, going from there to 
Portland. 

Dr. A. L. E. Crouter, Superintendent of the Penn- 
sylvania Institution, speaks of Miss Divine as ‘‘a rare 
woman and a rare teacher.”” She was an attractive, 
cultured woman of a refined, sensitive nature, with 
exceptional qualities as a teacher; with graceful car- 
riage, intellectual power, wondrous patience, quaint 
humor, immeasurable loyalty, and prodigal generosity ; 
she was respected, enjoyed, and loved by her pupils. 
When a boy came under Miss Divine’s influence, he 
began to take responsibility—thinking not of himself 
but of others. She cultivated in her pupils courtesy, 
unselfishness, candor, and integrity. She said, ‘‘Chil- 
dren are mirrors. Don’t let them reflect shams;’”’ and 
“It matters not what boys or girls learn from books, so 
they develop into useful, upright, intelligent men and 
women.” 

Miss Divine had unusual decorative and artistic 
ability. Her pride was the Maine School for the Deaf 
and its growth, usefulness, and homelike atmosphere 
were enhanced by her constant thought and service. 
She was well versed in good literature—particularly in 
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the best of all literature, the Bible—and she made its 
study a pleasure to her pupils. Above all else Mary 
Lincoln Divine was a true Christian; being told, at the 
last, it was morning, she said, ‘Joy cometh in the 
morning,” and Joy, Peace, and Rest came.

HELEN CHAPIN VAIL. 


““O for the touch of a vanish’d hand, 
And the sound of a voice that is still!” 

These favorite lines, so often quoted by Miss Vail, 
are echoed to-day by her friends, associates, and pupils, 
in whom her lovely personality had created a deep and 
lasting affection. On Saturday, November the twenti- 
eth, her life of loving service came to an end and she 
entered into Life Eternal. 

Helen Chapin Vail was born in Indianapolis, Indiana. 
She was the daughter of the late Sidney J. Vail and 
Margaret 8. McKim Vail, who numbered among their 
ancestors men who were prominent in civic activities. 
She was the grand-daughter of the late Robert McKim, 
who gave to DePauw University the astronomical ob- 
servatory which bears his name. She had a deep affec- 
tion for her early home and was a member of the New 
York Chapter of the Daughters of Indiana. 

Miss Vail is survived by a sister, Mrs. Elizabeth 
McKim Rusk, a nephew, 8. McKim Rusk, both of 
Murray Hill, New Jersey, and by an uncle, Dr. Charles 
Delamater Vail, Professor Emeritus of Hobart College, 
Geneva, New York. 

In February, 1915, Mr. Vail passed away in Murray 
Hill, New Jersey, and his daughter Helen took his body 
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to Indiana for burial. In September of the same year 
her brother Robert died in Colorado. With charac- 
teristic devotion and fidelity she thought not of herself, 
but started on the long journey to Colorado to claim 
his body and place it beside her mother and father. 
In less than six weeks she, too, was laid beside them, as 
if in “‘an inn on the way to Jerusalem.” 

In her early girlhood she was sent to Knickerbocker 
Hall, where she made many friends and enjoyed the 
hospitality of the Dean’s home. Later she went to 
Butler University, at Irvington, Indiana, but in her 
junior year she left the University to take a position as 
teacher in the St. Louis Day-School for the Deaf. 
Later she taught in the Minnesota School. From this 
school she went to the New York Institution, where she 
taught under Mr. Enoch Henry Currier. Eighteen 
years ago she became a teacher in the New Jersey 
School for the Deaf under the late Weston Jenkins, and 
three years ago the present incumbent, John Penning- 
ton Walker, appointed her Supervising Teacher, which 
position she held until her death. Her co-workers 
enjoy the result of her unselfish zeal and labors, for she 
was indefatigable in her ministrations, and she gave of 
her best without stint. 

She visited the best schools and studied their methods 
and curricula in her preparation of the excellent course 
of study which is now used in the New Jersey School. 
At Columbia University she specialized in geography, 
and as the result of this work she prepared an outline for 
the study of home geography which she placed in the 
course of study. 

As a child of deaf parents it was natural that she 
should cling to their method of teaching, and for a time 
she valiantly defended the manual method. But later 
she was won to the oral method, not by its exponents 
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and their arguments, but by the wonderful achieve- 
ments of the deaf themselves. She described with 
enthusiasm a visit to a school where the deaf teacher 
talked to his deaf pupils and they talked to him. 

She studied with Mrs. Monro and later with Miss 
Bruhn. She was the first teacher in New Jersey to 
study and to teach the Miiller-Walle method and the 
fine speech and lip-reading of her pupils testify to the 
excellence of the method and the teacher. 

Miss Vail’s health had been failing for the past year 
but she endured until the very end and showed a deter- 
mination such as Macbeth displayed when he said, 

“Blow wind! come wrack! 

At least we'll die with harness on our back.” 
She completed her day’s work on Thursday and went to 
the hospital early Friday morning. On Saturday 
morning she underwent a serious operation and after a 
week of suffering and pain she died. 

Miss Vail was a clever woman with a keen sense of 
humor; a stern disciplinarian, but a kind and sympa- 
thetic friend to the deaf whom she understood so well. 
She was fearless in doing what was right and honest and 
just toward all. She died as she lived, “having the 
testimony of a good conscience; in the confidence of 
certain faith; in the comfort of a reasonable, religious, 


and holy hope.”

C. Page, who has become a teacher in the Manitoba School. 
Miss Lois Stevens, from the La Crosse School, takes the place 
of Miss Mary Kendall Cloud, formerly a teacher in the 
Illinois School and for the last year a teacher in this School, 
who resigned to be married to Mr. George M. Flint. 


Le Couteulx St. Mary’s Institution—Miss Mary Kiernan, 
a teacher in the Institution for thirty-seven years—from its 
establishment in 1862 until her retirement in 1899—died 
September 4, 1915. She was a graduate of the New York

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the oral work in the day-schools of the State. Miss Annie 
L. Carroll, who has been connected with the School since her 
childhood, has resigned as teacher of art and is succeeded by 
Mrs. Erma Scott Hasbrouck, a graduate of the Western State 
Normal and a teacher of experience in hearing schools.

She is relieved of individual 
class work that she may devote her whole time to her new 
duties. Military discipline has been introduced and Mr. 
James H. Quinn, a graduate of the New York Institution, 
has been appointed drill master. 


Mississippi School.—Miss Lula Edgar Wharton, a teacher 
in the Mississippi Schoo! for twenty-seven years, died 
November 9, 1915, after an illness of several weeks. She 
was trained for oral teaching by Miss Margaret McGann 
and taught successfully by that method for several years, 
but on account of a throat trouble she was transferred to the 
manual department. Mr.S. W. Harris, who had been one of 
her pupils, says of her in the Bulletin for December 1: 

“Endowed with the tenderness that can be found only in a woman, 
blessed with infinite patience, possessing a heart full of noble charity, 
and showing a sweet and winning disposition under all circumstances, 
Miss Wharton endeared herself to the little ones who sat at her knee, to 
those who grew into the estate of manhood and womanhood and never 
forgot her beautiful Christian teachings, and to her co-laborers on the 
faculty and institution staff. The institution loses a faithful, experi- 
enced, ever patient, and popular teacher in the prime of her usefulness.” 


Missouri School.—A tablet in memory of Dr. Noble B. 
McKee, a prominent teacher of the deaf and for fifteen years 
Superintendent of the Missouri School, has been placed in the 
hall of the main building through the contributions of friends 
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and admirers in that State. It was unveiled on the fifteenth 
of October last with addresses by Lieutenant Governor W. 
R. Painter, Mr. E. C. Henderson, Mr. Henry Gross, and 
others. 

Mr. Benjamin F. Gilkey, who rendered faithful service to 
this School as a teacher for fifty-three consecutive years— 
from 1857 to 1910—died at the home of his daughter in Ful- 
ton, Missouri, June 12, 1915, aged eighty. He was a grad- 
uate of the Kentucky School. 


Naples Pia Casa.—The Pia Casa Arcivescovile, a residential 
school for the deaf at Naples, Italy, founded in 1853, has 
taken on new life under the management of Rev. Cesare 
Crippa, of the Salesian fathers, Director, and Mr. Armand 
de Rosa, Head Teacher. The buildings have been renovated 
and enlarged, the course of instruction has been improved, 
and more liberal support has been assured. A festival to 
celebrate the recent progress was held at the school April 
25, 1915, which was attended by the Duke d’Aosta and other 
distinguished guests. An historical address was delivered 
by Father Crippa and an exhibition of the pupils was given. 
We regret to learn that since then Mr. de Rosa has been drawn 
into the army and the periodical Charitas has been suspended 
on account of the war. 


Nebraska School.—Miss Elizabeth Kittredge, who had just 
begun her work as a teacher in the Nebraska School, and had 
previously taught successfully in the North Carolina School 
at Morganton and the Northern New York Institution, 
died October 12, 1915, after a brief illness. ‘Her gentle 
nature and pleasing manner won many friends.”’ 

Miss Mabel Scriver, from the Sacramento Day-School, fills 
the vacancy caused by the death of Miss Kittredge. 


New Jersey School.—Miss Lila W. Wood resigned last June 
to be married. New teachers are Miss Helen Hoyt Craver, 
from the South Dakota School, and Miss Myrtle Davis, from 
the Wisconsin School. The vacancy caused by the death of 
Miss Helen C. Vail, Supervising Teacher, of whom an appre- 
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ciation is given elsewhere in the present number of the 
Annals, has not yet been filled. 


New York Institution —Mr. Isaac H. Benedict, a teacher 
in the New York Institution, of which he was a graduate, from 
1846 until 1865, when he resigned to accept a more lucrative 
position in the Treasury Department of the United States, 
died at his home in Washington, D. C., November 5, 1915, 
aged ninety. He held his government position for thirty- 
six years, resigning at the age of seventy-five to devote him- 
self to the study of languages. He was conversant with seven 
languages and derived great pleasure from this pursuit. He 
was active in promoting the interests of the deaf in Washing- 
ton, especially of those connected with the Mission to the 
Deaf of Calvary Baptist Church, of which his son-in-law, 
Mr. Arthur D. Bryant, is pastor. 


Newark School.—Miss 8. Leah Goldberg has resigned to be 
married and Miss Agnes M. Finn was appointed in her place. 
Miss Galene Philadelpheus has resigned to take up other work 
and Miss Elizabeth A. Stone, for many years a teacher 
at the Pennsylvania Institution, is her successor. Miss 
Minnie M. Gruver, B. A., also from the Pennsylvania 
Institution, has been added to the teaching staff. 

Classes in speech-reading for adults have been organized 
by the Board of Education as a part of the regular public 
evening school system for the year 1915-16. Theclasses were 
enrolled October 6 with twenty pupils under three teachers. 
There are two sessions of two hours each every week, con- 
tinuing throughout the school year. 


Notre Dame School.—The school connected with the Convent 
of Notre Dame in Cincinnati, Ohio, has been discontinued 
after an existence of twenty-five years. Its pupils have 
been transferred to the St. Rita School. 


Oklahoma School.—Miss Evelyn Lynes has resigned to 
teach in the Colorado School and Miss Julia Lambert to 
teach in the Cleveland Day-School; Miss Margaret Russel 
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has returned to the Illinois School; Mr. Grover Farquhar has 
resigned on account of ill health. The vacancies are filled 
by the appointment of Mrs. Ethel M. Perry, who formerly 
taught in the Oklahoma and Texas Schools; Mrs. Kate I. 
King, who taught in the North Carolina and Arkansas 
schools; Mr. O. G. Carrell, a former teacher in the Texas 
School, and Mrs. Edith B. Hayes, formerly a teacher in the 
Oklahoma School. 

A new fireproof building, costing approximately $28,000, 
is beng erected. The basement will be occupied by the 
kitchen, bakery, domestic science department, cold-storage, 
and store rooms. On the first floor will be the pupils’ dining- 
room. The second floor will be used temporarily as a hos- 
pital, but when the school receives an appropriation for a 
separate hospital building this upper floor will be fitted up for 
dormitories for the employees and large boys. 


Rhode Island Institute——Miss Alice Fitzgerald, teacher of 
primary manual training, has resigned to teach in a school 
for hearing children, Miss Bessie Benbow to be married, 
and Miss Margaret Brown to teach in the California School. 
The vacancies thus caused have been filled by the appoint- 
ment of Miss Sadie J. Charles, from the Pennsylvania 
Institution, formerly a teacher in the Rhode Island Institute, 
and Miss Julia W. Savage, trained at the Pennsylvania Oral 
School. Miss Mary H. Porr, a graduate of the Pennsylvania 
Museum and School of Industrial Art in Philadelphia, was 
appointed in Miss Fitzgerald’s place. 


Rock Island School—The day-school at Rock Island, 
Illinois, seems to have been discontinued. For the past two 
years our letters of inquiry have been returned by the post- 
office as “‘unclaimed.’”’ The Rock Island School is therefore 
omitted from the “Tabular Statement” in the present number 
of the Annals. 


St. Rita School.—A new school, called St. Rita School for 
the Deaf, was opened at Glendale, near Cincinnati, Ohio, 
October 17, 1915. It is on a farm of 245 acres and has 
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adopted the cottage plan. At present two cottages are 
occupied and a third will be ready for use in the spring. 
All the pupils of the Notre Dame School in Cincinnati have 
been transferred to St. Rita. The head of the New School 
is the Rev. Father Henry J. Waldhaus. 


Sarah Fuller Home.—Miss Martha C. Bell, from the 
Nebraska School, has been appointed Principal of the School. 
Miss Henrietta Morrison has charge of all matters relating 
to the Home except the schoolroom. 


Texas School—Mr. George Begg, a teacher in the Texas 
School for more than thirty years, has resigned. His suc- 
cessor is Mr. Fred C. Numbers, Jr., from the Maryland School 
at Overlea. 


Washington State School_—Mr. John E. Skoglund, a grad- 
uate of the School and for a time a student in Gallaudet 
Col ege, has been appointed teacher and supervisor of boys. 

During the summer $1,050 was spent in renovating the 
three buildings. Both dormitories received a coat of cal- 
cimine and all woodwork was varnished. A_ reinforced 
concrete addition to the carpenter shop has been built by 
the boys of the School. This was needed, as the old shop 
was used for the machines and bench work at the same time 
and was considered dangerous. Now all benches for hand 
work will be in the new room and the present shop will be 
devoted to machine work of all kinds. 


West Virginia Schoo!.—During the summer improvements 
were made costing $10,000. A double colonial porch at 
the main entrance and two additional colonial porches were 
built. A new power plant and hot-water heater were in- 
stalled. New chicken houses and a fine large brick building 
to be used as dairy and cold-storage plant were built. All 
the buildings were newly painted. 

The oral work has been much extended during the past 
two years. There are now eleven oral classes. 
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Wright Oral School.—Owing to the necessity for additional 
room Mr. Wright has added a fourth house this year. No. 
One Mount Morris Park West is, as formerly, given up wholly 
to the living quarters of the girls; No. Two is entirely used for 
schoolrooms; No. Three is occupied by the boys; and the 
fourth house is the residence and study of the Principal. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Language and Thought.—Some years ago there was much 
discussion, in which teachers of the deaf took part, as to 
whether thought is possible without a language of words. 
The following extract from a report of Professor Arthur 
Schuster’s Presidential Address at the meeting of the British 
Association of Science in Manchester last September, which 
we quote from the British Deaf-Mute for October, 1915, 
shows that even a highly educated hearing man may think in 
pictures rather than in words: 


“There was only one feature in the operation of the intelligence by 
means of which a sharp division might possibly be drawn between 
brain workers showing special capabilities in different subjects. In 
some persons thought attached itself mainly to language, in others to 
visualized images, and herein lay the distinction between the literary 
and scientific gift. Those who, owing to external circumstances, had 
resided in different countries, were sometimes asked in what language 
they thought. Speaking for himself, he had always been obliged to answer 
that, so far as he could tell, thought was not connected with any language 
at all. The planning of an experiment, or even the critical examination 
of a theory, was to him entirely a matter of mental imagery, and hence 
the experience, which he thought many scientific men must have shared, 
that the conversion of thought into language presented not only the 
ordinary difficulties of translation, but revealed faults in the perfection or 
sequence of the images. Only when the logic of words finally coincided 
with the logic of images did we attain that feeling of confidence which 
made us certain that our results were correct.” 


The One Thing Needful—Mr. R. O. Johnson in answer to 
the question “What are the Fundamentals?” says in the 
article printed elsewhere in the present number of the Annals 
that a good command of language is the one fundamental in 
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the education of the deaf. Dr. W. K. Argo in the Colorado 
Index of October 8, 1915, expresses the same opinion: 


“Tf the teachers in schools for the deaf could only realize fully their 
responsibility in giving to their pupils a good working command of 
language there need be no very great worry over the lack of time for 
the acquisition of facts. However much we may wish to have our 
schools compare in their curricula with the schools for the hearing we 
must not for a moment lose sight of the fact that the instruction of the 
deaf pupil is necessarily different from that of the hearing, the emphasis 
being differently placed. Some teachers, especially in the older classes, 
seem so anxious to store away into the pupil’s head a lot of facts in 
history, geography, etc., that they spend a whole lot of time trying to 
have a poorly prepared class dig out a paltry bit of information from a 
mass of poorly understood language, when by first giving them the 
language the information could be gotten in one-tenth the time. The 
truth is that it is a great deal harder to teach language than to make 
the pupil memorize who discovered America, what mountains are in the 
western part of the United States, or even what seven times nine are. 
These subjects should be taught in their proper time in the course but 
even then the wise and capable teacher never forgets that her duty is to 
provide the pupil with tools to work with so he can secure the facts 
for himself rather than give him a few items of information with no 
ability to get more. What a pitiful little bit the college graduate knows 
after his sixteen years at school, though he started with a command of 
language our children spend years in getting; but he knows how to find 
out things and he has the whole world of knowledge at his command 
through the printed page. 

“The basis of our whole course of study should be a carefully worked 
out, clean-cut plan of language work religiously followed from the first 
day until the last or until the pupil is capable of understanding the 
language of any text-book he may take up.” 


So also the Arkansas Optic of November 15: 


‘To impart English successfully is the hardest thing a teacher of the 
deaf has to do. It is much easier to teach the other standard subjects, 
as arithmetic, geography, and history. Probably most teachers of 
intermediate and higher classes follow this line of least resistance and 
make these lessons occupy the school time, only giving a few words from 
the texts for language exercise. 

“Under this practice it is no wonder that so few of the whole pupilage 
attain a working command of English. It will not be until every subject 
taught in the schoolroom is made chiefly a vehicle for the English 
language that the standard of English will be much raised. Even in 
teaching arithmetic language should be made the main object; otherwise 
time spent on that branch is largely wasted.” 
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The Manual Alphabet—The Pittsburgh Gazette Times 
for December 12, 1915, has an interesting article by Dr. 
James H. Logan of that city on “The Finger Alphabet and 
its Uses.” It begins with the sentence “Jog over mazy 
words, quickly fixing alphabet,’”’ which contains all the letters 
of the English language, and is printed in a faithful reproduc- 
tion of Dr. Gordon’s manual alphabet. Dr. Logan thinks 
it desirable that hearing children, as well as deaf people, 
should learn the manual alphabet and shows how this may 
most readily be done. 

The Miiller-Walle Method—Miss Ethel M. Hilliard, 
Principal of the Central Institute at St. Louis, reviews in 
the Laryngoscope for November, 1915, a recent book by Miss 
Martha E. Bruhn entitled ‘‘The Miiller-Walle Method of 
Lip-Reading for the Deaf,’”’ published by the Thos. P. Nichols 
& Son Company, Lynn, Massachusetts, 1915. Miss Hilliard 
praises the method in the highest terms as “the most natural 
and withal the simplest that has ever been devised in this 
field.” She complains, however, of the restriction that has 
been put upon its promulgation through the contracts Miss 
Bruhn’s pupils are compelled to sign in which they promise 
not to teach the method to others, “so that its use has been 
confined to the small number of teachers who found it con- 
venient to spend a not inconsiderable amount of time and 
money in Boston.” 

Hearing Without Ears.—The Mentor for November, 1915, 
contains an article concerning a not yet perfected device 
invented by Mr. Joseph A. Davis of Burlington, Vermont, 
which he claims will enable the totally deaf to recognize 
sounds through the sense of touch. Mr. Davis has experi- 
mented with his device upon pupils in several schools for the 
deaf. The Mentor says that on the occasion of his last visit 
to the Northern New York Institution ‘one or two pupils 
responded slightly to the tests.” It expresses the opinion 
that the instrument ‘‘is of value in rhythm work and in all 
training depending upon vibrations of sounds.”’ 
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The Deaf and the War.—A story is going the rounds of the 
newspapers to the effect that a company composed entirely 
of deaf-mutes is fighting in the German Army. ‘To what 
a pass things must have come in Germany,” it concludes, 
“when they lead the deaf and dumb to battle!’”’ An almost 
identical story was told in 1870 of a company of four hundred 
franes-tireurs, who, it was said, were fighting in the French 
Army at that time. ‘‘To what a pass things must have come 
in France,” it concluded, “when they lead the deaf and dumb 
to battle!”* There is probably as much truth in the one story 
as in the other. In both nations deaf men have earnestly 
sought permission to serve their country as soldiers and the 
authorities have courteously but positively refused their 
request. A very few deaf men may have gained admission 
to the ranks by successfully concealing their deafness and 
many hearing soldiers have been made deaf in the war. 

Mr. Henri Gaillard has published a forcible pamphlet 
entitled ‘‘De |’Utilisation des Sourds-Muets Pendant la 
Guerre,” Niort, 1915, in which, while admitting the serious 
obstacles to the successful employment of deaf soldiers in the 
field, he points out the many other ways in which the deaf 
can render efficient service to the government during the war 
and urges that they be “mobilized” for that purpose. 


British Teachers and the War.—The Teacher of the Deaf 
for December, 1915, says that even before the establishment of 
Lord Derby’s scheme for recruiting the army the large pro- 
portion of more than forty per cent of the male British 
teachers of the deaf had enlisted. Under that scheme the 
number has probably been increased. Some of the schools 
allow to those who have enlisted the amount of their salaries 
less army allowances; a few do even more than this. 

The Catholic Conference.—The Ninth Annual Conference 
of Catholic teachers and missionaries of the deaf was held 
in St. Paul, Minnesota, June 28-July 1, 1915. Four sessions 
were held and interesting papers were read and discussed. 
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Rev. Stephen Klopfer, who :eports the proceedings in Our 
Young People for September, says it was the most successful 
meeting in the history of the Conference. Rev. F. A. 
Moeller, 8. J., of Chicago, was reelected chairman and 
Rev. FE. J. Gehl, of St. Francis, Wisconsin, was elected perma- 
nent Secretary. The following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That this Conference heartily endorses the project of the 
N. A. D. to erect a memorial monument in honor of the Abbe de L’ Epée. 

Resolved, That pastors be requested to preach to the faithful annually 
on Ephpheta Sunday, the eleventh Sunday after Pentecost, on the love 
of the divine Saviour for the handicapped deaf. 

Resolved, That parish priests be requested to obtain and furnish the 
nearest missionary for the deaf with the names and addresses of the 
deaf within his parish. 

The Minnesota Labor Bureau.—A division for the benefit of 
the deaf has been established in the Department of Labor and 
Industries of the State of Minnesota. Miss Petra T. Fan- 
drem, a graduate of the Minnesota School and of Gallaudet 
College, has been placed at its head. 

Father McCarthy.—The Rev. Father Michael R. McCarthy, 
S. J., of New York, died at Carney Hospital, Boston, October 
22, 1915, of pernicious anemia, produced by a cancerous 
condition of the stomach, aged fifty-six. He was an earnest 
worker for the spiritual and temporal welfare of the large 
number of deaf parishioners under his charge and a warm 
friend of all the deaf, attending their conventions and taking 
an active part in the proceedings. He conducted Ephpheta, 
the monthly periodical of which he was the editor from its 
establishment four years ago until his death, with marked 
ability and the Christian courtesy which characterized all 
his intercourse with his fellow men. 

Periodicals.—The Silent Courier, the Observer, and the Deaf 
Canadian, independent periodicals edited by the deaf for the 
deaf, have suspended publication during the past year. They 
were ably edited but, like their many predecessors of similar 
character, they failed for lack of sufficient pecuniary support.

School (specially prepared for the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion), 1915; also Indiana ‘‘ Outlines” for 1915-1916 and ‘‘Sta- 
tistics Concerning Deafness” (from the Seventieth Annual 
Report of the Indiana School), by Richard O. Johnson.
